Thank you f or the opportunity to comment on the early notif ication that EPA in 
response to a court case is developing NPDES permits under the elean water act f or 
the diseharge of pollutants incidental to the normal operation of vessels. 

Southeast Alaska Fishermen's Alliance (SEAFA) believes that if the EPA court 
appeal is not successful that the solution that should be pursued is legislation that 
provides EPA the statutory authority that EPA believed they had to exclude 
certain diseharges incidental to the normal operation of vessels f rom NPDES 
permitting for all the classes and diseharges currently exempted. 

Failing a statutory f ix the only slightly ptausiblc solution are general permits 
covering classes of vessels as currently used in some other situations. EPA needs 
to spend their time and resources on the issues that have a signif icant ef f ect on 
the health of the water column such as ballast water and the spread of invasive 
species (non-native) that ballast water has caused, sewage f rom eruise ships and 
not the permitting of approximately 18 million vessels in the United States. EPA 
needs to spend their time and resource on issues and permits that make a 
dif f erence and not incidental diseharges, large volume diseharges or if new 
inf ormation becomes available that a certain type of diseharge is having a degrading 
effect on the environment work on that specif ically and not permit vessels for the 
sake of developing a bureaueracy to issue permits. 

The State of Alaska has 9,627 commercial f ishing vessels registered by Commercial 
Fisheries Entry Commission in 2007 ranging in length f rom open skif fs 7 f t long to 
large vessels 635 f cet long. These vessels participate in a variety of fisheries. 
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There are also over 69,000 recreational or non-commercial vcsscls rcgistcred in 
thc State of Alaska not including small non-motorized vcsscls not reouiring 
registration or documcntcd vcsscls. 

Your rcqucst asks for Identification of data sources to use in thc identif ication, 
categorization and deseription of the numbers and types of commercial and 
recreational vessels. Data sources in Alaska that could be used for this include the 
State of Alaska Dept of Motor Vehicles, State of Alaska Commercial Fisheries 
Entry Commission, State of Alaska Dept of Fish and Game Sport Fish Division 
(charter vessels) and the United States Documentation Center. 

Bcfore permits are reauired, we reouest that the EPA conduet a cost benef it 
analysis of the enormous paperwork, manpower, and energy that would be reauired 
to conduet and cnf orce this level of regulations and proceed only with regulations 
that can be expected to provide a net benef it to the waters on which we depend 
for our livelihoods. There is not the infrastructure necessary to deal with the 
disposal of all thc incidental diseharges even if all the vessels were retrofitted to 
collcct all diseharge streams.
